Chauffeur Protested That He 
Was Making but 30 
Miles an Hour. 


A party of St. Louis autoists was held 
and fined for exceeding the speed limit 
over in Indlana, according to press dis- 
patches. The party, in two machines, 
included Harry H. Hess of 5136 West- 
minster place; a well-known real estate 
man, Mrs. Hess, Miss Marie Hess and 
her friend, Miss Margaret De Vore, in 
the first machine, and R. A. Boyle of 
Washington avenue and King’s highway, 
with Mr. and Mrs. E. A. Stafford of New 
York in the second machine. They left 
St. Louis Aug. 4 for New York. 

The Indiana roads were very fast apt 
flight showers which laid the dust, ahd 
the St. Louisans were speeding east on 
the old National Pike, intent on early 
lunch at Richmond Wednesday. Through 
Strauns, Dublin and other hamlets the 
maohines hooted and honked, while the 
Hoosiers pulled their hay wagons into 
the ditches to let them pass. 

At Cambridge,’ a town a few miles 
further on, theslocal bailiff, Dan Dris- 
chet, telephoned_ to PN headquarters 
in Richmond and had the party held.

From 9 o'clock until 11 o'clock last 
night a reporter and the cashier sat on 
a bench in one of the city’s parks. In 
these two hours Mr. Hering told the 
story of his connection with the bank 
from the time of his employment, 17 
years ago, until he closed his safe last 
Saturday. 

The cashier does not think he can b2 
correctly described as a fugitive from 
justice. It has been stated that he ran 
away from town last Saturday, and 
various surmises as to his whereabouts 
have been put forward by the police. 

As a matter of fact, when Hering 
left the city on Saturday, he simply 
went up the lake for a day’s rest. He 
reached Chicago Monday morning, got 
on a car, and rode straight to the bank. 
When the car stopped on the corner he 
jumped off, carrying his heavy grip. 
Just as he reached the edge of the 
sidewalk, he saw a man pasting the 
notice of the closine of the bank on its 
doors. Instead of arrending the steps, 
he back-tracked and headed downtown. 


The pasting of the notice on the win- 
dow proved the culmination of suspic- 
ions aroused in his mind six or etght 
weeks ago that things in the bank were 
not right. 

This suspicion was intensified by the 
unexviained prolongation of the ten 
davs' vacation that President Stensland 
s.id he was going to take when he left 
three weeks ago last Sunday and sus- 
picion hecame a certainty when he saw 
the mob of frenzied depositors around 
the bank's door.

Stricken Shortly Before Ball 
Game They Had Intended 
to See.

Stricken with a sudden acute attack 
of kidney trouble, from which he had 
suffered in a chronic form for some 
years, and taken to St. John’s Hospital 
almust at the hour when he had ar- 
ranged to take his visiting brother to 
the baseball game, Jere M. Hunt, 
city passenger agent of the Chicago 
& Alton Railroad, is dyirfg. Physicians 
Thursday gave little hope of his living 
through the day. 

One of the most widely known men in 
local railroad, theatrical and sporting 
circles, he has for years been a pic- 
turesque figure in St. Louis life. 

So familiar are his name and person- 
ality in downtown circles of St. Louis 
that, when a local ‘‘gag’’ on some St. 
Louis celebrity has been wanted on the 
Stage, he has almost invariably been 
chosen for humorous exploiting. His 
name figured in this manner in last 
week's production of ‘‘The Belle of New 
York’’ at Delmar Garden, and he was 
one of the heartiest laughers at the 
jest of which he was the cubject. 


Until Tuesday morning he was appar- 
ently in good health. He had been to 
Chicago Monday, and,

Brother Finds Him, 

Tuesday morning they ate breakfast 
together and Michael Hunt complained 
of feeling very tired. 

“So am I tired,” said Jere. “I'll tell 
you what we'll do—we'll take another 
go00d sleep this morning and then, after 
lunch, you come with me out to the ball 
gzame.”’ : 

This was agreed to, and both brothers 
returned to their rooms and went to 
leep. -Waking about noon, Michael 
Aunt made his way to Jere Hunt's 
room. 

“I found my. brother jill,’ said Michae] 
Hunt to a_ Post-Dispatch reporter 
Thursday. ‘‘He had a= severe chill. 
Knowing that he had kidney trouble, I 
realized that serious complications 
might follow. I had him removed at 
once to the hospital. He grew worse 
steadily, and this morning his physi- 
cians, Drs. Behrens and Clapp, tell me 
that he cannot recover and that his 
death is but a question of a few hours.’ 

The sudden illness came as an espe- 
cial shock to the younger brothe: be- 
eause of the fact that he had found 
Jere Hunt apparently in greatly im- 
proved health. He was looking well, 
weighed 20 pounds more than when the 
two had met ‘last, and said that he 
never felt better in his life. 

“Tt was natural,”’ said Michael Hunt, 
“that Jere’s first thought Tuesday 
should have been to take me out to the 
ball game. His great fads were the 
theaters, baseball and sports general- 
ly." 

“Jere Hunt is not a “man about town” 
in the accepted sense of that phrase, 
belongs to no clubs and has taken no 
part in society. But scarcely a theat- 
rical company has visited St. Louis re 
cently whose manager and members did 
not know him well, from the star down 
to the humblest chorus singer, and he 
is similarly well known to professional 
ball players. His business has thrown 
him into contact with both classes, 

Here for 17 Years. 
He came to St. Louis - city passen- 





ger agent of the C. & in 1889 and 
became an intimate friend of George 
Munson, then secretary of the old St.

Brady Refuses to Pay for It 
Because He Hasn’t

DEFIES THE COLLECTOR

Blocking his store door with a dou- 
ble-barreled shotgun and defying a po- 
liceman to arrest him without a war- 
rant, John Thomas Brady, he of salve 
and other fame, blocked the Olive street 
car line for half an hour shortly after 
noon Thursday.

SPRINGFIELD, “Mo. Aug. 9.—After 
hearing from a city official of threats 
against members of the grand jury 
which indicted Hill Gooch and Doss 
Galbraith—on trial here for murder, 
for their alleged part in the _ public 
square lynchings, Assistant Attorney- 
General Kennish left for Jefferson City 
to confer with Gov. Folk on the situa- 
tion, 

The threat, as told to Mr. Kennish, is 
as follows: 

“If one of those men who are on trial 
for ‘negro killing’ is convicted there will 
be a rope hung to the light tower in 
the square for every one of the mem- 
bers of the grand jury that indicted 
them and there'll be another one for 
Gov. Folk.” 

Mr. Kennish left lust night after a 
long conference with the Prosecuting At- 
torney Patterson, Sheriff Horner and 
the other attorneys associated with 
Patterson and Kennish in the mob casés. 

Talk Not for Fan, 

“When I first began to hear these 
threats I did. not pay much attention to 
them,” said Mr. Kennish. “We had ex- 
p2cted some amount of talk to go about, 
but it came so thick and fast during 
the day that we could not fail to take 
notice of ft. 

‘‘And when the city official came to 
me and told. me that a threat to hang 
the whole grand jury and Folk: besides 
had been made to one of the members 
of the grand.jury that indicted. Gal- 
braith and Gooch, we thought the con- 
dition required some atttention. 

“Of course, I do not take any .such 
threats as that literally, but events 
such as the lynching for which these 
men are on trial show that the people 
here do not talk for fun. The hanging 
and burning of those three negroes last 
April are sufficient evidence of that.” 

The lawyers engaged in the prosecu- 
tion had these threats Drought to their 
attention early yesterday, as soon 4s 
the trials opened and the case of Hill 
Gooch was called. They took it to mean 
that the same class of persons who 
have been talking ever since the lynch- 
ing occurred were keeping it up in the 
hope that their threats might intimi- 
date witnesses summoned by the State, 
and add to the difficulty of obtaining a 
jury. 

The conditions since the indictment of 
Gooch. Galbraith and Hacker attracted 
enough recognition from the authorities 
that 25 extra deputy sheriffs were sworn 
in and were on duty yesterday when the 
cases were called. both in the court 
room and the vicinity of the Court- 
house. 


To Call 100 Deputies. 


It. was stated in the Sheriff's office 
this morning that as soon as the actual 
work of getting a jury is begun and the 
tria] ia under way, this number will be 
increased probably to 100. 

These inen are being picked from 
among the best men of the community, 
and merchants and property owners are 
likely to have to their own interests un- 
til the mob cases are disposed of, 

“Tl am astonished to find out what the 
fecling of the people here is,” said As- 
sistant Attorney-General Kennish last 
night. 

‘Those whom you would expect to 
censure any extravagant threatening 
talk are the strongest in defense of 
what happened.” 

From another source it was learned 
that Mr. Kennish intends to put before 
the Governor the details of what was 
brought to his attention both in and out 
of the Courthouse yesterday, and this 
informant said that he was expected to 
recommend to the Governor that the 
State be prepared to help the authort- 
ties here in case any serious situation 
should develop. 

The change in the plans of prosecu- 
tion, offering Galbraith for. trial ahead 
of Gooch, has been the subject of com- 
ment all over the community ever since 
the announcement was made yesterday.

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Effort to Remove Cloud from the Equitable Building Brings Out 
Romance of an Elopement and Secret Marriage and the 
Birth of a Daughter After the Father’s Death. 


Baby Clara Frances Watson, aged 1 
year, granddaughter of the former own- 
er of most of the land now included in 
Wellston and Rinkelville, will appear in 
the Circuit Court when the suit to clear 
the title to the Equitable Building, one 
of the most valuable properties in the 
city, is heard next fall. She waited 
Thursday at her mother’s home, 3517 
North Eleventh street, for a deputy 
sheriff to call a second time and serve 
papers which had to be taken back and 
made out all over because the man who 
first made them out got her name 
wrong. 

Baby Clara’s mother, who was for- 
merly Miss Maud Hubbs, told-a Post- 
Dispatch reporier of her secret mar- 
riage to Alfred E. Watson, concealed 
from the Watson family until just be- 
fore the husband’s death. She also spoke 
of her hope that the present suit against 
Baby Clara might result.in showing the 
little one to be the owner of valuable 
property. : 

John A. Watson, Baby Clara's grand- 
father, was the first Sheriff of St. Louis 
County, taking that office when the 
separation from the city occurred in 
1876. During his term the Equitable 
Building property was sold at Sheriff's 
sale, and became the property of the 
Equitable Life Assurance Society of 
New York. Through an oversight, deeds 
of trust securing notes amounting to 
$400,000 were never released, though the 
notes were paid. 

Baby Will Get Witness Fees. 

Whether Sheriff Watson of the county 
or John Finn, Sheriff of St. Louis at 
the time, was intrusted with the duty 
of releasing the notes is now In dispute. 
To be sure of getting the right person 
in the effort to obtain an orde: of 
court clearing the title, suit has been 
filed against Finn's heirs and against 
Baby Clara and six of her uncles and 
aunts.

STAIKE CUTS OFF 
HEW YORK'S FOOD 


Many Carloads of Perishable 
Supplies Are Stalled 
in Nearby Cities. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 9.—A strike of sev- 
eral hundred men as deck hands, oilers 
and firemen on railroad tugboats in this 
harbor badly tied up the railroad tug- 
boat fleet today. This necessitated the 
movement of a large amount of freight 
from railroad terminals in Jersey City 
to this city. 

Nearly all the railroads maintaining 
fleets, tugs and lighters were affected 
by the strike, including the Erie, Balti- 
more & Ohio and New York Central. 
Sixty men employed on the docks of 
the Erie Railroad in Jersey City struck 
in sympathy with the tugboat men. 

It was estimated that not more than 
one-third of the freight arriving at the 
railroad terminals was moved acruss the 
harbor today, and that many carloads 
of perishable food and vegetables were 
stalled at least temporarily in Jersey 
City, Staten Island and at Port Morri- 
800, 

In consequence the local markets were 
short of supplies. 


Portage Restored to Map. 


. The sinking of a Government cause- 
way built on a dyke and the filling of 
the harbor with sandbars threat- 
ened to cut off Portage des Sioux, St. 
Charles County, one of the oldest set- 
tlements in the Mississippi Valley near 
St. Louis, from steamboat transporta- 
tion. Because of its location the town 
depends entirely upon steamboats for 
both freight and passenger transporta- 
tion. The Government bullt a causeway 
on a dyke in the river to a place where 
steamboats could land, but is has re- 
cently sunk so that it can no longer be 
used. By making soundings in the har- 
bor a few days ago Capt. Leyhe of the 
Eagle Packet Co. found a new point 
where a landing could be made.

Bad Grades After Inspec- 
tion Is Made.

Has Dog’s Head and Legs, With

At Nixbend, just below the 
mouht of the San Saba, the Colorado 
is 10 miles wide and has destroyed 
thousands of acres of growing crcns.

She admits she 
should have ‘known better, but. says she 
did not want to impose on the charity 
that furnished the better and more ex- 
pensive milk. 

It was not long after the boy began 
the new diet that he showed great im- 
provement. He is now rugged and 
healthy and looks older than 13 months. 

Last year Lacille’s health was poor 
in the early part of the summer because 
of insufficient nourishment. The grocery 
milk was poisoned with preservatives | 
or unclean and baby Lucille was made 
ill. 

‘‘My husband is only a laboring man,” 
said Mrs. Pickel to a Post-Dispatth re- 
porter, “and he does not work steadily. 
He can’t get work at all times. I have 
four little ones and don't have money 
enough to buy the sterilized milk. I 
don’t know what I would do if it 
wasn’t furnished free to me. It is a 
great charity.” 

This is another case of the many in 
the poorer precincts of St. Louis: Many 
a mother owes the life of her beloved 
infant to the good that is done by the 
pure milk. 

Money is being collected by the Post-

GALVESTON, Tex., Aug. 7.—William 
Van Hodge, who is in the employ of 
the Southern Pacific Railroad here, 
stated today that he was not surprise 
at Liken’s4statement, and that he felt 
all along that the old man knew a 
great deal more than he would tell. , 

The circumstances eof Van Hodge’s 
life corresponded with those of young 
Ross at the time the latter disappeared. 
Van Hodge was placed in an orphan 
asylum at New Orleans in July, 1874, 
by a woman, and he knew that she w was 
not his mother, although she entered 
him as her child, ‘and claimed to be a 
widow. 

The records of the asylum show that, 
after remaining in the asylum for about 
six years, young Van Hodge was adopt- 
ed by a farmer in Northern Louisiana, 
where he remained for five years. but 
the man was not kind to him, and he 
ran away. He worked at different 
trades, finally entering the navy, where 
he served five years—from 1892 to 18®97— 
in the Marine Corps.

Mrs. Emma _  Shoecraft, a Christian 
Science healer, said that when called in 
a case she did not make a diagnosis, 
but that she knew that the patient was 
suffering from some kind of a disease. 
She received pay for her services if the 
patient wanted to pay. She did not re- 
port, contagious diseases to the Board 
of Health. Mrs.’ Spencer, a scientist, 
testified that when she saw the patient 
she was comfortably ill. 

When death ensued no death certifi- 
cate was forthcoming and the Coroner 
was called. The case was treated en- 
tirely by prayer and understanding ac- 
cording to th the healers.

After a spectacular 
Broadway poolroém following many

The cases were quashed upon the mo- 
tion of Attorneys Charlés Nolan and 
Ben F. Clark, representing the young 
men arrested. They pointed out that 
the information was at variance with 
the pleading. 

The error fatal for the prosecution was 
committed by a desk-sergeant at the 
Central District. He had left out the 
words “and low’’ in drawing up the in- 
formation. 

The gambling game specified has noth- 
ing in common with a pool game ex- 
cept that the little bottle and the num- 
bered balls are used. The bettors each 
wager an equal amount and the‘15 lit- 
tle balls are tossed to the bettors. The 
one receiving the lowest numbered ball 
receives the entire pool, less a small 
percentage for the pool room keeper. 

The establishment at Broadway and 
Pine street was raided about noon 
Wednesday by Sergt. Woodling and sev- 
eral policemen. Frank Benson, the pro- 
prietor, escaped arrest because he had 
left earlier in the day for Niagara Falls. 
The raid was made because of complaints 
from educational institutions and moth- 
ers of boys in their teens. The boys 
gambled away money on the high and 
low ball. According to Chief Gillaspy, 
two boys stole jewelry from their par- 
ents to: obtain funds for the play.

Keith, 26 years old of 4606 West Belle 
place; Frank McBride, 22 years old, of 
4808 Delmar boulevard; Louis Traube, 
25 years old, 2709 Gamble street, and 
Louis Shelton, 29 years old, of 4104 West 
Belle place.

In his address at Stuartsville, Mo., 
Wednesday, Gov. Folk outlined a pro- 
gram of reform legislation more radical 
than he has heretofore expounde’, par- 
ticularly in its bearing upon public con- 
trol of public service corporations. 
Chief among his plans is that for a 
State Commission for the regulation of 
rates charged by all public service cor- 
porations, such as _ steam railroads, 
street railroads, electric, gas, telephone 
and telegraph companies. He says fur- 
ther that he will ask the Legislature, 
which meets in January, to empower the 
Governor to remove every State and 
county olfficers who neglect their duty, 
to provide for a State Excise Commis- 
sioner with power to revoke dramshop 
licenses in any part of the State and to 
make it a felony to sell liquor without 
a license, to fix a State dramshop li- 
cense of $300 a year, the proceeds of 
which shall go into a public highways 
fund and to provide a State Highways 

missioner to superintend road build- 
ing. First he would build to great 
roads, one from St. Louis to Kansas 
City and the other across the State from 
north to south. 

“The effect of the legislation proposed 
would be far-reaching in St. Louis, the 
home of the greatest public service 
corporations in the State. 


Would Wring Out Water. 


One provision in the. Governor's plan 
for regulation of rates, it is said, would 
wring all the water out of public serv- 
jce stocks. This provision is that the 
commission “should regulate the rates 
according to the actual amount 
invested, allowing a reasonable re- 
turn for capital, labor, skill and

Louis and other cities in their relations 
to the control of public service corpora- 
tions what the law supported by Presi- 
dent Roosevelt for the control of inter- 
State railway rates is to the country at 
large. In its final provision for the ac- 
quisition and complete ownership of all 
public utilities by cities choosing to 
take such actions, it goes in principie 
beyond anything President Roosevelt 
has proposed. 

Gov. Folk began his address with the 
declaration that the State belongs to the 
people of the State and should be gov- 
erned by them and not by lawless men 
who set themselves up as greater than 
the State. He continued: s 

“The enforcement of the dramshop 
law requiring saloons to close on elec- 
tion days and Sundays, has made this 
question an issue in this State. The li- 
quor interests are demanding of legisla- 
tive candidates a pledge to repeal or 
modify this law. Do you want it re- 
pealed? If not, see that the man you 
vote for to go to the General Assembly 
represents your views. Any candidate 
who does not come out openly on this 
uestion may be put down as against 
the dramshop law. 

“In the cities of St. Louis, Kansas 
City and St. Joseph, where the Governor 
has power through his appointees, the 
faw is enforced to the letter. Wherever 
dramshops are allowed to run on Sun- 
day in defiance of the law or open gam- 
bling is permitted, the Prosecuting At- 
torney or Sheriff or both are either in- 
competent or are corrupted by money 
or influence of some kind. 


Would Remove County Officers. 


“If [I had the power I would remove 
every Prosecuting Attorney or Sheriff 
who neglects his duty in this respect. 

“I shall ask the next General As- 
sembly to give to the Executive pow- 
er to suspend prosecuting attorneys 
and sheriffs who willfully or corrupt- 
ly fail to enforce these laws. If you 
are in accord with this, see that 
your candidates for the Legislature 
favor this proposition. This. is the 
law now in several States, so it is not 


in the 


an untried experiment. 


“The suggestion will not be popular 
with lawbreakers, I know. Corrupt 
men often support a man for office 
and demand in return the privilege of 
lawlessness. If-an official betrays the 
power reposed in him by the people 
there should .be some remedy. 

“Either a recall by the people or sus- 
pension by the executive would be ef- 
fective. If, after the Legislature, rep- 
resenting the entire State, enacts laws, 
the officials of any county are permitted 
to nullify these laws with tinpuntivy, 
then State government becomes as a 
rope of sand. 


Wants State Commissioner. 


“As a further regulation of this 
traffic, the State law should prohibit 
brewers and distillers having any in- 
terest in saloons. Much of the vice aris- 
ing from the business comes from this 


“IT also expect to recpmmend that 
there be a State Excise Commissioner 
with power to revoke licenses in any 
art of the State for Violation of the 
aw, and that it may be made a felony 
for any person to sell intoxicants with- 
out a license to be issued in counties 
that have voted to exclude dramshops. 

“TI shall further recommend that 
State license of $200 a year be fixed for 
each dramshop, inctuding «lops ard ali 
sellers of intoxicants, leaving it to the 
counties to put on such additional li- 
cense tax as may be thought desirable, 
as at present. 

“The fund created by the State li- 
cense of $200 from each dramshop should 
£0 into a fund for the building of pub- 
lic highways in the State. I hope to 
See a law enacted providing for a State 
Highway Cominisstoner, skilled in tond- 
bullding. 

“With the fund that will be available 
if these measures are adopted there 
should be commenced at once two great 
free highways across the State, one 
from St. Louis to Kansas City and the 
other from north to south. It is my 
view that the highway stemartmenc oe 
the State should be organized after the 
same manner as the public school eys- 
tem, to the end that the» be wood :- ads 
‘in every portion of the cenimo iweedih.”'

CLEVELAND, » Aug.- 9.—Prof. 


Henry W. Elliott, the greatest Amer- 
ican authority in Behring Sea seal mat- 
ters, says Canadians and Americans, 
not the Japanese, are the raiders on 
the fur seal herd at the Pribylof 
Islands. ° 

“The Japanese people themselves 
have no sentimental or commercia] in- 
terest in this raiding of the fur seal 
islands of Alaska, none whatever,”’ said 
he today. ‘That particular business is 
due entirely to the promotion of it by 
Canadian and American pelagic hunt- 
ers. 

“A number of Japanese entries of 
Canadian and American schooners have 
been made at Tokio and Huksdedi. 
These vessels have outfitted and cleared 
as ‘Japanese schooners’ since 1901 and 
19022—many of them actually outfitted 
at Victoria, B. C.—and then ‘clearing’ 
from Yokohama. 

“But each and every one of them has 
been commanded either by a Canadian 
or an American skipper with white 
mates and, the lik@ “Ihe hunters on 
these ‘Japanese’ ® schooners, however, 
have been hardy Japanese fishermen, 
who are the finest watermen in the 
world, and whose forefathers have 
speared fur seals frony time immemorial] 
in Japanese waters. 


No Japanese Capital. 

‘‘Unless these men were hired and di- 
rected to do this work of palagic seal- 
ing on these vessels by the Canadian 
and American skippers and owner? 
aforesaid, not one of them would ever 
come into Alaskan waters. There is 
abundant evidence, conclusive and posi- 


tive, that this ‘Japanese’ work of pelag- 
ic hunting in Alaskan waters is nothing 
less than a Canadian masquerade—there 
is not a dollar of Japanese capital in it. 

“We will have no trouble with the 
Government of Japan over it. The Gov- 
ernment has no interest or sympathy in 
it or with it. 

“What we ought to do, and must do 
in the premises is to conclude without 
delay a proper settlement with Canada 
of this fur seal question. That we have 
failed thus far to effect such a settle- 
ment is due entirely to the official in- 
competence: on the part of our own 
agents in this businéss in Paris in 1893, 
and the results of the Jordan-Thomp- 
son Commission of 1896-97, plus the ap- 
ortive work of the Anglo-American Joint 
High Commission tn 1898-99. 

“When John Hay had finally arrived 
at a stage in this business where that 
settlement could and would have been 
made during the last season, he died. 
That work has now been taken up by 
Mr. Root, but I do not feel at liverty 
to speak at this juncture of its details, 
or the influences at work to defeat it.

UNITED STATES TO STAND 
BY ACTS OF ITS AGENTS. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 9.—War  be- 
tween the United States and Japan wil! 
not be the outcome of Killing of five 
Japanese poachers who were shot by 
officers of the Government at St. Paul's 
Island, Alaska, where they were ijjle- 
gally killing seals, unless Japan is seek- 
ing for an excuse for a conflict with 
this country. 

This Government regards the poachers 
as burglars, who operate during the 
night, and the position of the poachers 
caught in the act of stealing is similar 
to burglars caught robbing a house and 
who try to escape. No international 
complications will grow out of the 
shooting unless the initiative is taken 
by Japan and it is not believed the 
Japanese Government will espouse the 
cause of its subjects who were caught 
red-handed in violating the laws of an- 
other nation and entering its territory 
in armed force. 

This Government will stand by Chief 
Agent Lembky of the Alaskan guards 
who caught the Japanese not only tres- 
passing on the territory of the United 
States, but in the very act of killing 
seals at the rookeries. The details of 
the fight have not been furnished, but it 
is believed the officers of the vern- 
ment acted clearly within their rights 
when they shot the Japanese, and cap- 
tured 12 others who are now prisoners 
and who will be tried for their of- 
fenses. 

No Treaty Obligations. 


has no yew, obligations which 
way require her to protect seals 
in the. Behring Sea. The United States, 
Great Britain and Russia are the only 
nations bound by treaty to offer pro- 
tection to sealing in Behring waters, 
and these three countries must, accord- 
ing to the terms of the 
which they have subscribed, patrol the 
waters in that part of the world and 
exercise every possible precaution to 
prevent their subjects from poaching.

“The number of reblies amazed me,”

simply swamped with them. Every let- 
ter of the 10 mayors who favor woman 
suffrage is an eloquent and often quite 
a learned treatise in favor of extending 
the right to. vote to women. Verily, 
neither the age of chivalry nor of the 
political acumen requisite to read the 
signs of the times can yet be Said to 
have become extinct.”’

Few mathematicians can contemplate 
such a table for the first time without 
profound amazement. Eight lines, all 
products of the same line by different 
multipliers (as a moment’s test can cer- 
tify), have 16 figures in each, hot only 
exactly the same as those of the first 
line, but also all continuously preserv- 
ing precisely the same order with regard 
to each other’s position. To multiply 


| such a line, therefore, by any number 


no greater knowledge of the multiplica- 
tion table is really necessary than what 
enables us to tell the first figure (the 
unit) in each product. 


For an example, let us find the prod- 
duct by 2. The first must be 4 (2x7--14), 
which is accordingly set down. There 
being two 4s. the first is not noticed, 
but all the figures to the left of the 
second 4 are set down in strict order 
as far as 0, so that we then have 
0088235294 for one (the first) part of the 
product. The other part is the rest of 
the figures on the right of the 4, namely, 
117647; the whole product by 2, there- 
fore, is those two parts properly copied 
off and united, namelv:

The other products are found’ in the 
same simple way, the last figures (if 
any) on the left being always’ followed 
in strict ‘order by those remaining on 
the right. Though all this may not be 











piain at the first reading, a little extra }, 
patience will soon show you how such 
a simple thing as bare copying may 
sometimes be properly called strict 
multiplication. 

Ask a lightning caluculator how long 
it takes him to multiply a line of 16 
figures by 9. He answers probably with 
truth, “Oh, a few minutes!”” but when 
you tell him you ¢an do it in a few 
seconds he only says, ‘‘I should like to 
see you try.’ Pull out your 16-figure 
line and tell him you will multiply it 
by every figure from 2 to 9 while he is 
multiplying it by only three figures, 
sa¥ 3, 5 and 9; he will éonfidently accept 
the challenge—to be surprised if not 
mortified at his defeat. He can make | 
nothing of the 16-figure line, not having 
studied such curiosities—few have done 
so; I have never seen the Hne in print.

IMPORT OHEAP LABOR. 


Employment Agencies Smuggle 
Mexicans Over Border.

WASHINGTON, <Aug. 9.—Mexicans 
are being brought across the border in 
violation of the contract labor law and 
the Department of Commerce and La- 
bor will take the matter up for action. 
The officials regard this as the most im- 
portant case yet brought before them 
In connection with the alien labor act. 

For several months employment agen- 
cles supplying laborers to railroad con- 
tractors in the Southwest have been 
bringing Mexicans across the _ border. 
They allege that the kind of labor can- 
not be secured in the United States. It 
is contended further that no emergency 
exists and that the object of the agen- 
cies in importing the Mexicans is be- 
cause of cheap wages they get them for 
under contract.

Fell From Street Car. 


Until a week ago Schuette was a bar- 
tender at West End Heights. The day 
he went to the station to bid his family 
good-by he fell from a Market street car 
and bruised his left knee. He had been 
staying at home since then and had 
grown lonesome. Mrs. Lena Herklotz of 
2722 South Ninth street, Schuette’s land- 
lady, said Thursday she had ‘noticed that 
he was melancholy. She said: 

“Just last night I saw him walking in 
the yard and asked him if he got lone- 
some. He said he was lonely with the 
house still and wanted to see his family 
again.”’ 

Wednesday afternoon Schuette mailed 
four letters. 

He leaves relatives in Mannheim, Ger- 
many. His wife and two sons, Hugo, 14 
years old, and William Jr., 16, survive 
him. The family had lived at 2724 South 
Ninth street four years, and had been 
in St. Louis over 15\years.

POPULATION OF THE 


CANAL. ZONE, UNLIKE ~ 
THE DIRT, IS MOVING 
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It Shifts About So Aimlessly That the Health Department Has; 


Trouble Counting the Noses—Allowing for This Activity, 
the Census Officials Find 30,000 Souls. ° 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 9%.—According 
to a ecnsus just taken by the Health 
Department of the Isthmian Canali zone, 
the population of the zone is 22,137. As 
the inhabitants of the gone are con- 
stantly moving, it was impossible to 
enumerate all of them and it is esti- 
mated that the number missed is prob- 
ably about 5000, bringing the total up to 
27,137. 

In nddition, the officials point out, 
there should be a liberal ‘allowance, 
probably 10 per cent, made for persons 
who live just Gutside the zone, but are 
emploves of the commission and to all 
purposes are residents of the strip con- 
trolled by the United States. This al- 
lowance would bring the total up to al- 
most 30,000. 

A census showed the population of the 
city of Panama was ‘22,547. A census 
taken Oct. 31, 1905, showed a population 
of 20,383. Of the adults in the city of 
Panama reached by enumeracors in the 
list census, 7049 were men, as agains 
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6419 women. Of the minors, 4016 were 
maies and 5072 females. 

In the city of Panama 15,111 of the 
inhabitants are natives of the Panama 
Republic. Among other nationalities 
among the inhabitants In that eity, Ja- 
maica ranks second, with 1877; Spain has 
1149, West Indies, cxcept Jamaica and 
Porto Rico, 1250: United States 361, Co- 
lombia 869, China 708, Italy 246. 

Blacks outnumber the whites in all 
the settlements on the canal zone. At 
Culebra there are 677 whites, 3966 blacks 
and 158 yellow persons, giving the town 
a population of 44,801 and showing it to 


be by far the largest town on the zone. 

The census of Colon and Cristobal 
showed the actual population of the two 
cities to be ‘12.775. Tne census taken. in 
April co? this year shows that the total 
number of white Americans: on-the en- 
tire Isthmus of Panama was 3264. 

According to the latest census the 
entire population of the canal zone and 
of the cities of Panama, Colon and Cris- 
tobal—which are at the ends of the 
canal and a nart of the canal zone to 
all purposes, although they are under 
the Panama Govern'n *, 1 
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will have things all their own way. On 
the other hand, the Democrats are con- 
siderab'y worried over the outlook in 
these cities. It ig pointed out that there 
is a complete absence of harmony in the 
ranks of the St. Louis and Kansas City 
Democracy and that the Folk men are 
doing nothjng to stop the encroachments 
on the pa of the old machine crewd. 


Cxpect to Carry Cities. 


According to figures compiled at head- 
quarters the Republicans anticipate a 
majority of 12,000 in St. Louis this fall. 
From Kansas City and St. Joseph they 
expect a combined plurality of 6000. 
With a clear lead of 18,000 votes in the 
big cities, the Republicans think they 
ean safely hold the State in line. 

Attorney-General Hadley has promised 
the State Committee to make severa! 
speeches during the campaign. Politic- 
jlans eay that Hadley is by far the 
strongest attraction in the Republican 
party of Missouri. 

The political wounds left by the sen- 
atorial contest at Jefferson City in 1906 
have gradually healed and there is very 
little talk of friction between the Ker- 
ens and Niedringhaus men out in the 
State, according to impressions gathered 
at Republican headquarters. 

Things are not so rosy among the 
Deomeratic leaders. The reception to 
William J. Bryan at New York has 
caused uneasiness in Democratic ranks 
because of the various factional inter- 
ests that will seek to convince Mr. 
Bryan of their political rights. It is 
considered almost certain by the poli- 
ticlans that Gov. Folk will go to New 
York with a Senarate delegation. Sen- 
ator Stone has decided if necessary to 
put 500 men on ¢he committee he has 
been authorized to name.
